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Police call to tighten 
up nightclub licence 


ONE of the region’s 
biggest nightclubs 
could lose its licence 
following complaints by 
customers and the 
police. 

Door staff at De Niro’s in 
Newmarket have been 
accused of using excessive 
force to throw out revellers 
and have been threatening 
and abusive to police 
officers. 

In one incident, a bouncer, 
identified only as Sean, is alleged 
to have threatened a police 
sergeant. 

A detective constable was also 
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sworn at when he telephoned the 
security firm which employs the 
bouncers. 

Another officer was also sworn 
at by a bouncer at the club. 

There is no record of any of the 
bouncers being prosecuted. 

Statements from the officers 
involved are part of a file of 
evidence which is being 
presented to Forest Heath District 
Council’s licensing act sub¬ 
committee next Monday and 
Tuesday 

The three-man sub-committee 
has the power to revoke the club’s 
licence, suspend it for up to three 
months, remove the designated 


supervisor from the licence or 
change the conditions of the 
licence. 

Sgt Liam Garrard, who is 
presenting the police’s case to the 
sub-committee, is calling for the 
conditions on the licence to be 
tightened to require management 
and door staff to co-operate with 
the police. 

In a report to the sub-com¬ 
mittee, he said: “The process for a 
review (of the licence) is viewed 
by the police as a last resort... 

“Because it has not been 
possible to informally resolve the 
difficulties detailed in this report, 
we consider that the licence 
condition should be tightened to 
better promote the crime and 
disorder objective.” 

He said that police investiga¬ 


tions of complaints of assaults in 
the club, which include one 
incident of grievous bodily harm, 
have been hampered because club 
management have said that their 
CCTV system has not been 
working, or not working properly 

He said there was concern that 
the club had not used licensed 
door staff recognised by the 
Security Industry Association. 

Another concern raised by the 
police is over the management of 
the club. 

Terry Lake, the owner and 
“designated premises super¬ 
visor,” is rarely at the club and 
lives in the USA “for a significant 
period of the year”, according to 
Sgt Garrard’s report.

Jockey’s wife in court 
over alleged assault 


TOP jockey Kieren Fallon’s 
wife Julie appeared in court 
accused of assaulting 
another woman. 

Mrs Fallon, 40, mother of the 
couple’s three children, denied an 
assault by beating on Emma Louise 
Witt on January 27 this year. 

She appeared before magistrates 
at Mildenhall wearing a dark brown 
trouser suit and spoke only to 
confirm her name and address and 
to enter a plea of not guilty 
Mrs Fallon, of Lambfair Green, 
Cowlinge, is alleged to have carried 
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out the assault after an altercation 
in The Star pub at Lidgate, near 
Newmarket. She was issued with a 
court summons on May 25 following 
a police investigation into the 
incident. She was represented by 
solicitor Claire Lockwood. 

The magistrates adjourned the 
case until July 19 for the prepar¬ 
ation of a full file for a trial. Mrs 
Fallon was told she did not have to 
attend the next hearing at which it 


is expected that a date for the trial 
will be set. Mrs Fallon, an ex-jockey 
was allowed to remain “on sum¬ 
mons” after the magistrates decided 
not to put her on bail. 

■ Kieren Fallon, six times champ¬ 
ion jockey, is one of a number of 
people facing a trial in September, 
accused of conspiring to defraud 
customers of online bookmaker 
Betfair. 

He returned to race riding this 
month after completing a six-month 
ban imposed for failing a drugs test 
at a French racecourse.

POLICE have mounted a major investigation 
after a woman told them she was raped when 
her home was burgled. 

The woman, in her 60s, told officers the 
attack happened when she woke up to find two 
people in her caravan home.

“We are treating this seriously and have a 


team carrying out enquiries in the area and 
searching for evidence,” said a Suffolk police 
spokeswoman. 

“We also have specially-trained officers 
working with the victim to ensure she has any 
support she may need.” 

The attacker was described as being in his 
40s, and of big build. He was about 6ft tall with 
a round face, large ears and dark hair.

Ban for motorists using 
mobile phones at wheel 


A RACEHORSE trainer 
and a supermarket man¬ 
ager were among the first 
people prosecuted since 
the penalties for driving 
while using a mobile 
phone were increased. 

Newmarket trainer James 
Toller was among 22 people 
summonsed to appear before 
magistrates on Monday. 

But Toller, 53, of Ditton Green, 
Woodditton, did not appear at 
court at Mildenhall and the case 
was adjourned until July 23. 

He is accused of using a hand¬ 
held phone while driving on 
April 3. 

Tesco manager Eric Ghara- 
khanian was banned from dri¬ 
ving when the points he picked 
up on his licence for a mobile 
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phone offence pushed him over 
the “totting up” limit of 12 
points. 

A police officer spotted him on 
the All at Red Lodge using a 
hand-held phone while driving. 

Gharakhanian, 48, of Brook 
Close, Histon, said he was on his 
way home from the Brandon 
store where he was then man¬ 
ager when he received a call 
from the store. 

“I had only just left the store 
so I took the call. I understand I 
should not have done so, but my 
earpiece was not working,” he 
said. 

He already had nine points on 
his licence for speeding offences. 

He appealed to keep his lic¬ 


ence on the grounds that a ban 
would cause him exceptional 
hardship. He is now managing a 
store in Stamford and some¬ 
times has to open up the store at 
6am. 

But he was given a six-month 
driving ban, fined £60 and ord¬ 
ered to pay £45 costs. 

Van driver Scott Marshall, 29, 
was also given a driving ban 
after he made an unsuccessful 
plea of exceptional hardship to 
keep his licence. 

A police officer saw Marshall 
using a phone in Willie Snaith 
Road, Newmarket. He told the 
officer he was asking for direct¬ 
ions. 

Marshall, from Leicester, 
already had 11 points on his 
licence for two speeding offences 
and a traffic sign offence. 

He was banned from driving 


for six months, fined £60, ord¬ 
ered to pay £45 costs and a £15 
court victim surcharge. 

Road safety charity Brake wel¬ 
comed the prosecutions. 

A spokeswoman said: “Drivers 
using a mobile phone are four 
times more likely to have a 
crash. 

“We were pleased that the pen¬ 
alties were increased, but we feel 
they should be even higher. 

“We are glad to see that people 
are being prosecuted but there 
are problems with enforcement 
of the law because the police do 
not have the resources in some 
areas. 

“People still aren’t getting the 
message about the dangers of 
using a mobile phone while 
driving.”

The club’s manager, Nathan Brown, 
was given a police caution in April of 
last year for a public order offence 
which related to an incident involving 
the club. 

A crime analysis has shown a rise in 
offences, many of them involving 
violence, in and around the club. 
During 2006 there was a 35 per cent 
rise in crimes linked to the club. 

Neither Mr Lake, nor his solicitor, 
were available for comment. 

But an email from Nathan Brown, 
sent to the police and included in the 
file for the sub-committee, said: “Terry 
feels strongly about this situation as to 
the point of registering a complaint as 
we feel that we are one of the most 
successful businesses in the town and 
also one of the most helpful. But we 
always seem to come under fire for 
criticism.” 

Nathan Brown said he did not want 
to comment.

End of an era as store closes for last time

AN era has ended with 
the closure of a long- 
established department 
store. 

Palmers, the only store of 
its kind in Newmarket, 
closes its doors this 
week, bringing an end to 
around 150 years of 
history. 

Although the store has 
been part of the Great 
Yarmouth-based Palmers 
group for about 15 years, 
the High Street 
department store has a 
history dating back to the 
mid-19th Century. 

It is closing due to 
“difficult trading” in 
Newmarket, and Palmers 
are developing their 
outlet in nearby Bury St 
Edmunds. 

Nearly 30 staff, some 
with almost 30 years’ 
service at the shop, are 
losing their jobs, but 
most have found other 
employment. 

The building has been 
bought by Hughes 
Electrical, which is due to 
open in September after 
a refit. 

Staff were carrying out 
the final clearance of sale 
items, including fixtures 
and fittings, this week. 
Ingrid Stearne, manager 
for the past 10 years, 


said: “It’s all very sad. We 
have been like a family 
here, and people were 
very upset when we had 
a final staff dinner last 
week. 

“The closing down sale 
went very well. If we had 
seen half the people we 
saw in the sale as regular 
customers, we would not 
be closing down. 

“It’s a big piece of 
Newmarket’s history.” 
Coun Bill Burch, 


Newmarket’s mayor, said: 
“It’s very sad. Newmarket 
will be without a 
reasonable High Street 
store. The introduction of 
parking charges and the 
upheaval it caused 
obviously played a part.” 

Another long-established 
Newmarket-based 
business is also closing. 
Hobbs hardware store, 
based in St Mary’s 
Square, is closing after 
more than 100 years.

The only other issue

by appointment. 

But the drop-in 
service could be ex¬ 
tended to the remaining 
two days if the bureau 
manages to recruit 
eight more volunteers. 

Mr McDougall said: 
“It is increasingly 
difficult to develop and 
move the bureau 
forward with our 
limited funding. 

“This has only 
increased by 2 per cent 
for many years, but the 
expectations and 
requirements for the 
bureau can only be 
reflected in increasing 
costs. 

“In order to get 
additional funding, we 
are competing with an 
ever-increasing number 
of applicants for an 
ever-decreasing alloca¬ 
tion of grants, 
donations, match 
funding, etcetera.” 

The bureau has 
started a home visiting 
service for people with 
disabilities and is 
seeking funding to be 
able to continue the 
service.

(CAB) for help in 
the past year. 

The total is up by 
about £100,000 on last 
year and the town’s 
CAB manager Mac 
McDougall warned the 
situation could only get 
worse with rising 
interest rates and other 
financial pressures. 

People seeking help 
from the CAB have, on 
average, debts of 
between £12,000 and 
£15,000. 

The bureau’s full-time 
money adviser Jenny 
Barley is kept fully 
occupied negotiating 
with creditors such as 
banks and utility 
companies. 

Last year, the bureau 
had 1,128 inquiries 
about debt issues - 
equivalent to 20 per cent 
of its work.

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Body building drug 
dealer sent to jail 


A BODY builder who 
was caught with 
heroin, cocaine and 
steroids has been 
jailed. 

Andrew Treby was 
arrested in a dawn raid by 
drugs officers at his home 
in Stanley Road, New¬ 
market. 

He admitted possession 
of heroin, cocaine and 
anabolic steroids with 
intent to supply, and was 
jailed for three years and 
three months when he 
appeared at Cambridge 
Crown Court last week. 

Sally Hickling, prosecu¬ 
ting, said Treby was asleep 
on a mattress in his lounge 
when police raided his 
rented home in February. 

Drugs were found stash¬ 
ed in a sock close by, 
wrapped in cling film ready 
to be sold.

The most significant find 
was 27.7 grams of heroin, 
with a street value of 
£2,700, but smaller 
quantities of steroids and 
cocaine were also found, 
along with cash totalling 
around £1,500 and two sets 
of electric scales. 

The court heard Treby 
used the steroids for body¬ 
building and was dealing 
drugs and allowing his 
home to be used by other 
dealers to fund his own 
heroin habit. 

The 29-year-old, who has 
previous convictions for 
possession of cannabis and 
violence, had also been 
caught with cocaine on a 
previous occasion, last 
August, and was waiting to 
be dealt with for that 


offence when his home was 
raided. 

In mitigation, Treby’s 
lawyer said he had 
developed a heroin 
addiction after breaking up 
with the mother of his 
youngest child, and had 
been “alarmed” by how fast 
his dependency on the 
drugs - and debts to his 
dealer - had grown. 

Treby’s girlfriend wept at 
the back of court as Judge 
Nicholas Coleman heard he 
was now in a stable 
relationship with a woman 
who was willing to help 
him leave drugs behind. 

Judge Coleman said: 
“You started taking heroin, 
and it was a slippery slope. 

“I have no doubt you 
were a user-dealer, supply¬ 
ing on a significant scale, 
but not as a commercial 
dealer.”

Politics put aside as new councillors chosen 


VACANT seats on Newmarket Town 
Council have been filled after new 
councillors were selected. 

The council was left with vacancies 
following last month’s elections when 
only 12 candidates were nominated 
for the 18 seats.

Close, Newmarket; Daniel Cross, of 
Sackville Street, Newmarket, and 
Peter Hulbert, of Noel Murless Drive, 
Newmarket. 

Two councillors were chosen for 
Studlands Park ward. They are 
Gerald Cole, who lives on the 
Studlands Park estate, and Jonathan 
Richer, of Rous Road, Newmarket. 

In the All Saints ward the single 
vacancy was filled by Cheryl Brighty, 
of Granby Street.

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Woman in court 
over police kick 


A WOMAN former jockey 
could face a jail sentence 
for kicking a policeman 
with her stiletto-heeled 
shoe as he tried to arrest 
her for being drunk and 
disorderly at Newmarket 
racecourse. 

Donna Fogarty, 37, who 
previously rode horses at 
exercise for Newmarket 
trainers, admitted assaulting a 
police officer in the execution 
of his duty on May 5 - 2000 
Guineas Day at the racecourse. 

She also admitted breaching 
conditional discharges imposed 
for previous assaults on two 
officers while she was being 
held in a police cell a year 
earlier. 

Further charges of being 
drunk and disorderly at the 
racecourse and resisting or 
obstructing a police officer 
were dismissed by magistrates 
at Mildenhall after she denied 
them. 

The magistrates asked for 
pre-sentence reports covering 
“all options,” including prison, 
and adjourned the case until

July 12 at Bury St Edmunds 
court. 

Colette Griffiths, prosecut¬ 
ing, said two police officers 
were alerted by racecourse staff 
at 5.10pm to a woman who 
appeared to be “very drunk”. 

The racecourse officials had 
tried to find out her name and 
where she lived to help her get 
home safely. But she was 
speaking incoherently and 
lunged at one of the policemen 
as he approached her. 

She started shouting and 
swearing. 

“There were hundreds of 
people in the area who were 
stopping to see what was going 
on,” said Mrs Griffiths. “She 
was arrested and as she was 
being taken to the police 
transport, she kicked out at Pc 
John Frith causing a one and a 
half inch graze to his right 
shin.” 

Mrs Griffiths said Fogarty, of 
St George flats, Icewell Hill, 
Newmarket, had to be hand¬ 
cuffed and have her legs and 


ankles restrained as she was 
taken away by the police. 

Mrs Griffiths said that 
Fogarty was the subject of 12- 
month conditional discharges 
imposed on June 27 last year 
for assaulting two police 
officers while being held in a 
cell. She punched one officer 
through the cell’s viewing 
hatch and threw a urine-soaked 
pillow at the hatch as another 
officer looked through. 

Fogarty’s solicitor Claire 
Lockwood said she denied that 
she was drunk. 

“She had only had two drinks 
and had become separated from 
a group of friends she had gone 
to the races with,” said Miss 
Lockwood. 

“She was unsteady on her 
feet because her shoes had 
caused blisters.” 

Miss Lockwood said Fogarty, 
who had previously ridden 
horses at exercise, had 
panicked during her arrest. 

“She has a number of 
personal difficulties and had 
had mental health problems in 
the past,” said Miss Lockwood.

AN above-inflation 
rise in taxi fares is set 
to take effect in 
August. 

Taxis operating in 
the Newmarket and 
Mildenhall areas are 
to be allowed to 
increase fares by 4.5 
per cent on the 
“running mile”. 

The current mileage 
rate is £1.40. But it will 
go up to £1.50 if there 
are no objections to 
the increase. 


The £3.20 charge for 
the first mile will 
remain unchanged. 

Forest Heath Dist¬ 
rict Council’s licens¬ 
ing committee has 
agreed the increase 
after a request for 
higher fares from local 
taxi operators. 

But the new fares 
have to be advertised 
to give the public a 
chance to comment. 

If there are no 
objections the 


increased fares will 
take effect on August 
20. The last fare 
increase was exactly a 
year ago. 

The committee also 
agreed to increase the 
“soiling charge” 
which taxi firms can 
make for cleaning 
their cabs - mainly 
imposed if late-night 
revellers are sick in 
their vehicles. 

The current charge 
is £50, but councillors 


have agreed it can go 
up to £60. 

The taxi operators 
had asked for the 
charge to be £70 based 
on current costs of 
valeting. 

Andrew Moules, of 
the Mildenhall and 
District Cab Associat¬ 
ion, said the charge did 
not take account of 
drivers’ loss of earn¬ 
ings while a vehicle was 
out of service for 
cleaning.

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Death crash 
driver jailed

A SPEEDWAY star 
has been jailed for 
three years for 
killing a man as he 
drove home from a 
race meeting. 

James Purchase, 
formerly a rider with 
Mildenhall Fen Tigers 
speedway team, was 
convicted of causing the 
death of Stephen Gill by 
dangerous driving follow¬ 
ing a trial at Cambridge 
Crown Court. 

He wept as Judge 
Nicholas Coleman told 
him: “You will have to 
live with the con¬ 
sequences of what could 
be described as your 
moment of madness for 
the rest of your life.” 

The 19-year-old, of 
Nightingale Close, Mild¬ 
enhall, was driving a 
Peugeot 206. It hit Mr 
Gill’s car head-on near 
Littleport last August. 

Purchase was driving 
his friend Kevin Brad- 
field’s car home from a 
race meeting in King’s 
Lynn, and the court

heard he accelerated to 
speeds of up to 80mph as 
he overtook traffic. 

Moments before the 
crash he pulled out to 
pass another vehicle, 
crossing the wrong side of 
the road as he approach¬ 
ed a bend, as Mr Gill 
came around the corner 
in the opposite direction. 

The impact left the 43- 
year-old father-of-three 
with multiple injuries 
and he died in hospital. 

Mr Bradfield, who was 
in the passenger seat, 


broke his legs. 

Purchase, who was not 
injured in the collision, 
wept in the dock as his 
lawyer William Carter 
spoke in mitigation. 

Mr Carter said: “Every¬ 
one in this court recog¬ 
nises that the effect of 
that piece of driving has 
been an utter tragedy for 
the family of Mr Gill. I 
include Mr Purchase and 
his family and friends in 
that. 

“Not a day goes by 
without him recalling 
that night and regretting 
that he drove as he did in 
the course of that over¬ 
taking, and the con¬ 
sequences of his actions.” 

Judge Coleman, who 
also disqualified Pur¬ 
chase from driving for 
two years, told him: “It is 
self-evident you did not 
set out that night to kill 
anybody, but you did. 

“People have been 
severely affected, even 
traumatised, and the 
victim impact statements 
from Mr Gill’s family 
make harrowing reading. 

“They have lost some¬ 
one in an inexplicable 
way”

In 1994, The Stable 
started offering its 
facilities, primarily as a 
meeting place for 
organisations, 
businesses and above 
all the people of 
Newmarket and 
surrounding areas. It 
provides a continuity of 
support to those in 
need.

New housing plan 
for historic site 

NEW PLANS for housing on the site 
of historic maltings have been put 
forward. 

Last year a planning inspector 
turned down plans for 72 new homes 
on The Old Maltings site at Fordham 
Road, Newmarket. 

The scheme was opposed by local 
residents and the town council. 

The planning inspector who 
rejected an appeal against the refusal 
of planning permission said that not 
enough had been done to try to 
preserve some of the old buildings on 
the site - last used by a photo 
processing company which closed two 
years ago. 

Now new plans have been submitted 
to Forest Heath District Council on 
behalf of Build Force Developments 
which propose converting three of the 
old buildings, including the 19th 
century kiln and maltings, into 
houses. 

A total of 56 new homes are planned 
in the scheme which includes houses, 
flats and apartments. A “semi¬ 
basement” car park is also proposed. 

The scheme includes buildings used 
by a paint company which is due to 
move to new premises. 

The town council is due to comment 
on the scheme in July. But a ruling on 
whether to grant planning permission 
will be made by the district council.

Concern over 
stunt ‘craze’ 


YOUNG “free-running” 
participants from Cam¬ 
bridge have been called in 
to help tackle problems 
caused in Newmarket by 
the new stunt craze. 

Police and council officials are 
worried that youngsters could be 
hurt in the craze which involves 
running across rooftops and 
jumping between buildings. 

It originated in France where it 
is known as Parkour and has been 
featured in a film. A Cambridge 
artist has also made her own film 
of youngsters participating in 
stunts in the city 

Now police and other members 
of the Newmarket South Safer 
Neighbourhood Team have called 
in Cambridge participants to help 
develop a project in Newmarket 
where youngsters can take part in 
relative safety 

Police and town centre security 
officers have dealt with several 
reports of youngsters climbing on 
roofs and jumping to other 
buildings - mainly in the area of 
the town’s Guineas shopping 
centre and its multi-storey car 
park. 

Sergeant Jo Garrard said: We 
have concerns for the safety of 
young people who are, on 
occasion, using dangerous 
locations to engage in this activity 
and there have been some 
associated reports of antisocial 
behaviour at these same locations.

THERE’S a salsa class 
taking place around almost 
every corner nowadays. 

In recent years, the craze has 
swept the country with clubs and 
competitions springing up 
everywhere. So it’s about time the 
heady, sensual Cuban dance 
phenomenon got its own hit show. 
Lady Salsa, which comes to the 
Arts Theatre in Cambridge this 
week, is just that.

All these guys here 
rehearse with me for five hours 
and then in the evening they go 
and dance for another five hours - 
for me it’s a little bit strange. 

“They genuinely love what they do 
so every performance has a very 
special energy to it because 
dancing is a part of their lives. It’s 
different to those people who are

dancing eight shows a week in 
Cats or something on the West 
End who are waiting for the show 


to end - well that’s my opinion 
anyway.” 

The show has appeared on the 
West End and recently completed 
a world tour - but being officially 
sanctioned by the Cuban 
government, the US is the only 
country that is off limits for the 
production team. 

The show counts Kylie Minogue 
and Richard Branson among its 
fans and features a cast of 25, 
including a band made up of top 
young performers in Cuba and 
dancers from the Ballet de la 
Television Cubana - the island’s 
top dance company. 

The success of the 1999 film, 
Buena Vista Social Club, had a 
huge impact on the popularity of 
salsa. 

“Buena Vista Social Club did 
relaunch Cuban music on the 
scene again,” Jon said. “It was 
very popular in the 50s and 60s 
but after that film there was a 
renaissance internationally. 

“We did this in London on the 
West End in 2001 and it was 
becoming very popular then, but 
now it’s incredibly popular there.” 
Lady Salsa is at the Cambridge 
Arts Theatre from Wednesday, July

Region gears up for 
premier motor show 


THIS year the Two 
Counties Motor Show, 
which takes place on 
Sunday, has undergone a 
quantum leap and now 
deservedly takes its place 
as the most successful car 
show the region has ever 
seen. 

The event is all the more 
remarkable because it is hosted 
for charitable reasons, with the 
funds raised steered towards 
Magpas, the East Anglian Air 
Ambulance, the Milton 
Children’s Hospice and the St 
Nicholas Hospice in Bury St 
Edmunds. 

Now in its eighth year, the 
event has traditionally taken 
place at the Rowley Mile 
Racecourse in Newmarket - a 
venue which has been well 
chosen since it can 
accommodate the expanded 
showcase of all that’s good 
about motoring in the region. 
More than 200 new cars will be 
on show on the day - Marshall’s 
alone is taking 100 vehicles - 
along with at least 100 classic 
and vintage sets of wheels. 

In addition to the cars there

The event is a tribute to the 
good, and largely unsung, work 
of Cambridge, Ely and 
Newmarket Lions Clubs. The 
Lions Club network is “the 
biggest service organisation in 
the world”, according to Ely 
Lions Club’s Ian Newstead, who 
works on the committee which 
brings together the 
organisation for the entire 
show. 

On the day Ian is the show 
organiser, a role he clearly 
enjoys despite the fact that he 
has to fit in the demands of 
putting the event together while 



maintaining a full-time job as a 
mechanical contracts engineer. 

“Every town in the country 
has got a Lions Club,” he told 
me over coffee earlier this 
week. 

“It’s the biggest service 
organisation in the world with 
more than 1.5 million members, 
but we don’t necessarily go for 
the big global corporate charity 
organisations. We have a 
community services team in 
every Lions Club which reads 
letters and appeals and we try 
to help any way we can, at the 
individual level as well as 
families going through a 
difficult time.”

amounts of space at Rowley 
Mile. Last year the News agreed 
to help promote the show and 
this year that assistance has 
extended with the paper 
producing the programme, 
which will appear in next 
week’s Drive. Other publicity 
for the event is being provided 
by Star Radio and BBC Radio 
Cambridgeshire, who will both 
be broadcasting from the site. 

It’s all a far cry from the 
fortnightly meetings at the 
Lamb Hotel in Ely, when the 
committee gets together to 
discuss the fundraising and 
services they are involved in.

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Parents ignorant of booster seat laws’ 


Poll says one in seven are at fault 


AS MANY as 76 per cent 
of drivers who have 
children as passengers 
still do not know the new 
legal requirement for 
restraining youngsters in 
vehicles in full, a recent 


poll has discovered. 

Although 93 per cent of 
drivers knew about the new law 
introduced last September, only 
24 per cent could say what the 
requirement was, the survey 
from satellite vehicle tracking 
company Masternaut found. 

Children over three but under 


13, who are less than 135cm tall 
(4ft 5in) must use the correct 
seat restraint, either booster 
seats or booster cushions. 

But the survey of 2,413 adults 
found that almost one in seven 
parents were not providing 
booster seats or cushions. 

In Wales, 25 per cent of 
drivers are not using the correct 
seating for children, while West 
Midlands drivers appear to have 
the least knowledge of the new 
law, with 83 per cent not aware 
of it. 

Drivers in South-West 
England were most likely to 
know the seating law, while 
women drivers were more 
knowledgeable than male 
drivers on the subject. 

Masternaut managing 
director Martin Port said: 
“Parents think they know the 
law, but actually they don’t. The 
majority of people would never 
intentionally put their children 
at risk but these results 
highlight the importance of 


knowing the correct legislation, 
or you could be jeopardising 
your child’s safety without even 
realising. 

“Our advice is for parents to 
make sure that all their children 
are safe before setting off in the 
car.” 

A Department for Transport 
spokesman said that the 
Government was working hard 
to make the public aware of the 
new rules. 

“Last year the Department ran 
a £0.5 million publicity 
campaign aimed at making the 
public aware of these new rules. 
This campaign involved both 
broadcast and print advertising 
as well as PR work and 
promotional partnerships with 
car seat manufacturers and 
retailers,” he said. 

“Our research shows that 
awareness of the new rules had 
risen to 92 per cent after the 
campaign, as opposed to only 37 
per cent awareness before the 
campaign began.”

Super Sayers topples 
great rival yet again 


GREAT Britain 
women’s new team 
captain Goldie Sayers 
was cock-a-hoop as 
she led her side hack 
into Europe’s Super 
League on Saturday 

Britain’s women were 
relegated in Malaga last 
year, but Sayers, proudly 
leading from the front, saw 
her side promoted in their 
European Cup First

Sayers threw 60.41 in a 
solid series which also 
included throws of 58.84 
and 59.55, both better than 
Spotakova’s best.

Tm proud as punch’ 
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SOLDIER’S Tale foiled an 
antipodean sprint whitewash 
and provided trainer Jeremy 
Noseda with the proudest 
moment in his training career 
when producing a power- 
packed display in the Golden 
Jubilee Stakes at Royal Ascot. 

The injury-plagued six-year-old 
nailed Australia’s Takeover Target by 
a head in the Group One sprint to 
deny the raiders from Down Under a 
double following Miss Andretti’s 
success in the King’s Stand Stakes 
last Tuesday 

Johnny Murtagh’s mount 
responded well to a first-time visor 
and raced up from mid-division to 
grab glory at the highest level on just 
his eight career start. 

For Noseda the win was a very 
personal moment in his career with 
the horse he calls “spam” - due to his 


out-hanging tongue - having come 
within minutes of death on two 
occasions. 

The Newmarket-based trainer said: 
“I think it might be my best day. It is a 
very special day in my life and I see 
this horse as a special friend; I just 
adore him. 

“He’s been a horse with countless 
problems and we’ve got him back for 
this. He’s such a tough horse and a 
brave horse. He deserves it. 

“His owner Sid Belzberg lives in 
Canada and he deserves this for his 
patience and I should give a huge 
‘thank you’ to the whole team at home 
for getting him back to win this. It’s a 
fabulous, fabulous day. 

“He’s had countless fractures, colic 
surgery and pieces of his stomach 
removed. He has to have a special diet 
as he finds it hard to digest. 

“He’s a fighter as he’s been at the 
point of having to be put down twice. 


“He’s my favourite horse in the 
yard and I love him to bits. 

“For this horse six furlongs is his 
bare minimum, but the more rain we 
had the bigger a stamina test it was 
and the more it suited him. 

“We have beaten the best 
Australian sprinters with a horse 
who isn’t really a sprinter, and we can 
put the talk of the Australian horses 
to bed now.” 

Noseda, who has now sent out 
seven winners at the Royal meeting, 
pointed to the Haydock Sprint Cup 
and Prix Maurice de Gheest as likely 
targets. 

Murtagh added: “I got a lovely run 
through the race but when Takeover 
Target started to quicken up around 
two-out I thought he’d go and win the 
race. But my fellow put his head down 
and responded really well and just in 
the last 50 yards we were getting 
there with every stride.”
